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AN ACT in relation to children

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Abused and Negl ected Child Reporting Act

i s anended by changing Section 4 as foll ows:

Sec. 4. Persons required to report; privileged
communi cations; transmtting false report. Any physi ci an,
resi dent, i ntern, hospital, hospital admnistrator and

personnel engaged in examnation, care and treatnent of
persons, surgeon, dentist, dentist hygienist, osteopath,
chi ropract or, podi atrist, physician assistant, substance
abuse treatnent personnel, Christian Science practitioner,
funeral hone director or enpl oyee, coroner, nedical exam ner,
energency nedical technician, acupuncturist, crisis line or
hotli ne personnel, school personnel, educational advocate
assigned to a child pursuant to the School Code, truant
officers, social worker, social services adm ni strator,
donestic vi ol ence program personnel, registered nurse,
licensed practical nurse, respiratory care practitioner,
advanced practice nurse, honme health aide, director or staff
assistant of a nursery school or a child day care center,
recreational programor facility personnel, I|aw enforcenent
of ficer, regi stered psychologist and assistants working
under the direct supervision of a psychol ogi st, psychiatrist,
or field personnel of the Illinois Departnment of Public A d,
Public Health, Human Services (acting as successor to the
Department of Mental Health and Devel opnental Disabilities,
Rehabilitation Services, or Public Aid), Corrections, Human
Rights, or Children and Famly Services, supervisor and

adm ni strator of general assistance under the Illinois Public
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Aid Code, probation officer, or any other foster parent,
homemaker or <child care worker having reasonabl e cause to
believe a child known to them in their professional or
official capacity may be an abused child or a neglected child
shall imrediately report or cause a report to be made to the
Depart nent .

Any menber of the <clergy having reasonable cause to
believe that a child known to that nenber of the clergy in
his or her professional capacity may be an abused child as
defined in item (c) of the definition of "abused child" in
Section 3 of this Act shall imediately report or cause a
report to be nmade to the Departnent.

Whenever such person is required to report under this Act
in his capacity as a nenber of the staff of a nedical or
other public or private institution, school, facility or
agency, or as a nenber of the clergy, he shall make report
imediately to the Departnent in accordance W th t he
provisions of this Act and may also notify the person in
charge of such institution, school, facility or agency, or
chur ch, synagogue, tenple, nosque, or other religious
institution, or his designated agent that such report has
been made. Under no circunstances shall any person in charge
of such institution, school, facility or agency, or church,
synagogue, tenple, nobsque, or other religious institution, or
hi s desi gnated agent to whom such notification has been made,
exercise any control, restraint, nodification or other change
in the report or the forwarding of such report to the
Depart nent .

The privileged quality of communication between any
professional person required to report and his patient or
client shall not apply to situations involving abused or
neglected children and shall not <constitute grounds for
failure to report as required by this Act.

A menber of the clergy may claim the privilege under
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Section 8-803 of the Code of Civil Procedure.

In addition to the above persons required to report
suspected cases of abused or neglected children, any other
person may nmake a report if such person has reasonabl e cause
to believe a child may be an abused <child or a neglected
chi | d.

Any person who enters into enploynent on and after July
1, 1986 and is nandated by virtue of that enploynent to
report under this Act, shall sign a statenent on a form
prescri bed by the Departnment, to the effect that the enpl oyee
has know edge and understandi ng of the reporting requirenments
of this Act. The statenment shall be signed prior to
comencenent of the enploynent. The signed statenent shal
be ret ai ned by the enployer. The cost of printing,

distribution, and filing of the statenent shall be borne by

t he enpl oyer.
The Departnment shall provide copies of this Act, upon
request, to all enployers enploying persons who shall be

required under the provisions of this Section to report under
this Act.

Any person who knowingly transmts a false report to the
Department conmts the offense of disorderly conduct wunder
subsection (a)(7) of Section 26-1 of the "Crim nal Code of
1961". Any person who violates this provision a second or
subsequent tine shall be guilty of a Class 3 4 fel ony.

Any person who knowingly and wllfully violates any
provision of this Section other than a second or subsequent
violation of transmtting a false report as described in the
precedi ng paragraph, is guilty of a Cass A m sdeneanor for a
first violation and a Cass 4 felony for a second or

subsequent violation; except that if the person acted as part

of a plan or schene having as its object the preventi on of

di scovery of an abused or neqglected child by | awf ul

authorities for the purpose of protecting or insulating any
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person or entity fromarrest or prosecution, the person is

quilty of a Cass 4 felony for a first offense and a C ass 3

felony for a second or subsequent offense (reqardless of

whet her the second or subsequent offense involves any of the

sane facts or persons as the first or other prior offense).

A child whose parent, guardian or custodian in good faith
selects and depends wupon spiritual neans through prayer
alone for the treatnment or cure of disease or renedial care
may be consi dered negl ected or abused, but not for the sole
reason that his parent, guardian or custodi an accepts and
practices such beliefs.

A child shall not be considered neglected or abused
solely because the child is not attending school in
accordance with the requirenents of Article 26 of the School
Code, as anmended.

Sec. 26-1. Elenents of the O fense.

(a) A person commts di sorderly conduct when he
know ngl y:

(1) Does any act in such unreasonable manner as to
alarm or disturb another and to provoke a breach of the
peace; or

(2) Transmts or causes to be transmtted in any
manner to the fire departnment of any city, town, village
or fire protection district a false alarm of fire,
knowi ng at the time of such transm ssion that there is no
reasonabl e ground for believing that such fire exists; or

(3) Transmits or causes to be transmtted in any
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manner to another a false alarmto the effect that a bonb
or other explosive of any nature or a container holding
poi son gas, a deadly biological or chem cal contam nant,
or radi oactive substance is concealed in such place that
its explosion or release would endanger human life,
knowi ng at the time of such transm ssion that there is no
reasonabl e ground for believing that such bonb, expl osive
or a container hol ding poison gas, a deadly biological or
chem cal contam nant, or radi oactive subst ance IS
conceal ed in such place; or

(4) Transmits or causes to be transmtted in any
manner to any peace officer, public officer or public
enployee a report to the effect that an offense will be
commtted, is being conmtted, or has been commtted,
knowi ng at the time of such transm ssion that there is no
reasonabl e ground for believing that such an offense w |
be commtted, is being commtted, or has been conmmtted,
or

(5) Enters upon the property of another and for a
lewd or unlawful purpose deliberately looks into a
dwelling on the property through any w ndow or other
opening in it; or

(6) While acting as a collection agency as defined
in the "Collection Agency Act" or as an enpl oyee of such
col l ection agency, and while attenpting to collect an
all eged debt, nekes a telephone <call to the alleged
debtor which is designed to harass, annoy or intimdate
the all eged debtor; or

(7) Transmits or causes to be transmtted a fal se
report to the Departnent of Children and Famly Services
under Section 4 of the "Abused and Neglected Child
Reporting Act"; or

(8 Transmts or causes to be transmtted a false

report to the Departnent of Public Health under the

Nursi ng Home Care Act; or

(9) Transmts or causes to be transmtted in any
manner to the police departnent or fire departnment of any
muni ci pal ity or fire protection district, or any
privately owned and operated anbul ance service, a false
request for an anbul ance, ener gency medi cal

t echni ci an- anbul ance or ener gency medi cal

techni ci an-paranedic knowing at the tinme there is no

reasonabl e ground for believing that such assistance is
required; or

(10) Transmts or causes to be transmtted a false
report under Article Il of "An Act in relation to victins
of violence and abuse", approved Septenber 16, 1984, as
amended; or

(11) Transmts or causes to be transmtted a false
report to any public safety agency w thout the reasonable

grounds necessary to believe that transmtting such a

report is necessary for the safety and welfare of the

public; or

(12) Calls the nunber "911" for the purpose of
making or transmtting a false alarmor conplaint and
reporting information when, at the tinme the call or
transmssion is mde, the person knows there 1is no
reasonabl e ground for making the call or transm ssion and
further knows that the call or transm ssion could result
in the enmergency response of any public safety agency.

(b) Sentence. A violation of subsection (a)(1) of this
Section is a Cass C msdeneanor. A violation of subsection
(a)(5, ay¢7y; (a)(11), or (a)(1l2) of this Sectionis a
Class A m sdenmeanor. A violation of subsection (a)(8) or
(a)(10) of this Section is a Cass B msdeneanor. A
violation of subsection (a)(2), (a)(4), (a(7), or (a)(9) of
this Sectionis a Cass 4 felony. A violation of subsection

(a)(3) of this Sectionis a Cass 3 felony, for which a fine
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of not |less than $3,000 and no nore than $10,000 shall be
assessed in addition to any other penalty inposed.

A violation of subsection (a)(6) of this Sectionis a
Busi ness Ofense and shall be punished by a fine not to
exceed  $3, 000. A second or subsequent violation of
subsection (a)(7), (a)(11), or (a)(12) of this Section is a
Cl ass 4 f el ony. A third or subsequent violation of
subsection (a)(5) of this Section is a Cass 4 fel ony.

(c) In addition to any other sentence that my be
i nposed, a court shall order any person convicted of
di sorderly conduct to performcommunity service for not |ess
than 30 and not nore than 120 hours, if comunity service is
available in the jurisdiction and is funded and approved by
the county board of the county where the offense was
comm tted. In addition, whenever any person is placed on
supervision for an alleged offense under this Section, the
supervision shall be conditioned upon the performance of the
community service.

Thi s subsection does not apply when the court inposes a
sentence of incarceration.
